GIVE THEM A CHANCE 


Somebody is always taking the joy 
out. of life. No sooner has the old 
party government been ousted from 
office, and Premier. Greenfield, at the 
head of a brand new Farmer Govern- 
ment, starts in to give tthe province 
efficient administration, than some- 
body starts to kick up a row. 

In a letter to the Calgary Herald, a 
man named Horner, hailing from Hes- 
pero, has started to “gore” the Pre- 
mier already, because the said Pre- 
mier is reported to have given an .in- 
terview to the effect that there would 
be “no radical or. revolutionary legis- 
lation passed” by the U.F.A. govern- 
ment. 

‘This same hooker goes on to state 
that 4% the above is correct, “the sup- 
porters of the U.F.A. have been badly 
fooled,” or else “Greenfield does not 
know what he was given his job for.” 
Evidently, after Mr. Horner has select- 
ed and elected the Premier, he is not 
satisfied. Mr. Greenfield seems to be 
laboring under the misapprehension 
that several sane-minded men had 
something to do with his selection and 
that Mr. Horner was not alone re- 
sponsible. 

Mr. Horner says, “Tax the people 
with the money so as to leave them 
with not more than $3000 income,” 
and makes some other comments, till 
one is reminded of a recent statement 
by President Harding to the effect 
that “the trouble with the world today 
is that there are too many theorists 
who know nothing of actualities.” 

Then, as if to give unmistakable evi- 
dence that he doesn’t know actuali- 
ties, Mr. Horner refers to the Munici- 
pal Hospital scheme as a “Stewart 
government production.” 

He concludes with the statement: 
“Just use the threat of the recall’ and 

- we'll get the goods.” -He says that it 
is the fault of the central executive 
for not sending in the members’ resig- 
nation, if radical legislation is not 
passed. 

That signed resignation stunt is 
vae same kind of recall that the east- 
ern farmer made use of when he shot 
the dog that started to run after the 
cows. It is a system of political guifl- 
Yptine, with the victim giving the 
license to operate it. 

‘Despite the profession of 
rights to all and special privileges to 
none,” the signed resignation is the 
embodiment of special privilege, 34 
form of recall which none except the 
U.F.A. executive are allowed to oper- 
ate. No form of recall is worthy of 
«he name unless its provisions may 
be put into operation by any substan- 
tial body of the electorate. 

Then, as if the new Premier did not 
have troubles ‘enough to contend with, 
some editors proceed to 'stir up a dust 
because only thirteen of the U. F. A. 
members-elect have signed their resig- 
mations. It is evident that the major- 
fity of the U.F.A. executives tavor an 
equitable recall measure and have lit- 
tle sympathy with the signed resig- 
nation idea. Lord help the member 
who would be at the mercy of an ex- 
ecutive of Horners. 

In all conscience, give the Premier 
cnd his government a chance, with- 
out worrying them with impracticable 
and 4mposstble demands, ‘before they 
have had time to get comfortably 
seated in their offices,

TALK BLUE—GET BLUE. 


A citizen the other day asked the 
editor, “What is the matter with Red 
Deer?" We replied that there was 
really nothing wrong with Red Deer, 
but it was hard to make citizens think 
so. Farmers of this district who 
should be profoundly thankful, for a 
bountiful harvest are not as optimis- 
tic as their fellow farmers of 
south country, where there was an 
almost total failure of crop this year, 
one person informed us who had vis- 
ited the south.. 

The Edmonton Journal, in speaking 
of this blue talk, says a recent writer 
across the line has attributed the ma- 
jority of the business troubles of the 
present time to the state of mind of 
the general public. Much of the de- 
pression throughout the: country is 
directly due, he claimed, to the men- 
tal condition of business men who 
allow themselves to become _ over- 
anxious ‘and to fancy difficulties that 
do not really exist. 

Even in cases where business men 
had not felt actual depression in their 
own businesses, said this keen ob- 
server, they believed heart and sou? 
in the bogey, and by simply talking] v 
depression had aided and hastened its 
appearance in every way. Careful in- 
vestigations im a large number of 
specific instances had shown that 
fully one-half of the trouble was due 
to local conditions, or what ‘this writ- 
er calls the state of mind, the other 
half being real enough to. warrant 
some measure of worry. The state of 
mind need not have been. 

Lack of confidence, according to 
this theory, had been a large factor in 
the stagnation from which the coun- 
fry was admittedly suffering, and for 
such lack of confidence there was no 
adequate reason except the mentality 
of the people themselves. 

There is a good deal in the theory, 
and without doubt it has its applica- 
tion in this country, as well as across 
the line. Pessimism has no rightful 
place in western Canada, but it is 
here, just the same, and the reason in 
at least a large proportion of cases 
is the contagious talking and writing 
of blue ruin. The state of mind, in 
other words, produces depression, and’ 
a great deal of the business troubles 
in Alberta today have no more sub- 
stantial foundation than just this. A 
good corrective for it is a fuller and 
more intimate acquaintance with con- 
ditions at home and abroad as they 
really are, with which the blue-ruin 
talk may be effectively combatted. 


PLAY THE GAME 


In this issue special attention is ql- 
rected to the good crops in the Red 
Deer district, and to the favored posi- 
tion that Red Deer occupies from a 
business standpoint. It is question- 
able if the people as a whole fully 
realize the facts. 

The Raymond Recorder tells of a 
man in Southern Alberta who has just 
finished threshing a 500-acre crop of 
wheat, and his total yield amounted 
to 300 bushels. Yet this paper declar- 
es that the man is not downhearted. 
He {s one of the type of optimists 
that have made the west what it is. 

Depression is largely a mental at- 
titude, and our real troubles are small 
compared with our imaginary ones. 
With such a heritage, and with such 
bright prospects ahead, the people of 
Red Deer should be the very last to 
complain. 

Our load may ‘be heavy, but it is 
light compared with what others have 
to bear. Taxes are not higher here 
than elsewhere. In most cases the 
prices of goods ‘are not high, consider. 
ing the service Ithat people demand. 

The great economic issues that have 
grown out of the war can be met by 
mutual co-operation of all classes of 
the people. Relief can never come 
while selfish interest controls the 
thought and action of individuals. 
The “What can get I get out of pay- 
ing” attitude must give way to the 
idea “How best can I serve?” Full 
realization of civic responsibility ‘by 
each and every one will work wonders 
in solving our mutual difficulties. 
Buck up and play the game. °

He agreed to 
recommend to the Dominion Govern- 
‘ment the installing of steam heat in 
the Armoury. The Government is leas- 
ing for.three years the old). Empress 


theatre building to’ be used as head-|.

The committee appointed by the 
Council of the Board, Messrs. .C. C. 


Gamble, R. L. Gaetz, H. G. Stone and 


H. J. Bayly, to arrange for getting. out

We also suggested to the Govern- 
ment through the conference’ that 
gravel might be taken out of the river 
during the winter, hauled to the roads 
and used in the spring to gravel the 
Cc. & E. highway north and south of 
Red Deer, and that single unemployed 
men might be used to cut firewood 
close to railways and ship it to the 
cities for fuel. 

We believe that sufficient work will 
be provided to relieve the unemployed 
during the winter so far as the actual 
residents of Red Deer are concerned. 

We finally received fram the Alber- 
tan three mew cuts to replace those 
loaned to it last year, which had not 
been returned and which they had 
lost. 

We have compiled the information 
submitted herewith regarding live- 
stock and poultry from the 1916 cen- 
sus returns. This shows the standing 
of the Red Deer federal riding in the 
ridings of the Province. 

We are informed that material has 
been shipped to re-cover the traffic 
bridge over the Red Deer river, The 
question of repairs to the hridge aps, 
proach is being taken up with the 
Government, and we trust it will be 
repaired also. 

President wonton has taken up the 
question of the utilization of the old 
Industrial Farm by some department 
of the Government, and oxpects that 
some plan will be developed to make 
use of it.
